Semester  Ends  On  May  28; 
Spring  Vacation  Shortened

The  schedule  for  spring  semester 
has  been  altered  to  end  classes  and 
finals  by  May  28. 

The  announcement  of  the 
decision  came  from  ASBYU 
President  Grant  Richards,  who 
clarified  the  background  and 
nature  of  the  change. 

“During  the  semester  break,  I 
recommended  to  the 
administration  a change  in  the 
calendar  for  spring  semester  which 
would  allow  students  to  finish 


finals  on  May  28,”  Richards 
explained. 

“In  order  to  accomplish  this,  I 
indicated  we  would  be  willing  to 
give  up  one  day  of  spring  vacation 
and  have  the  exam  period 
shortened  by  two  days,”  he  went 
on. 

BREAK  SHORTER 

The  change  eliminates  April  8 
from  the  spring  vacation  period, 
leaving  Friday,  April  4,  and 
Monday,  April  7.  Classes  will  be 
held  as  usual  on  April  8. 

“One  day  of  instruction  will  be 
cut  from  the  schedule,”  Richards

Hike  In  Tuition, 
Fees -Small 


in  two  major  efforts  in  the  past 
three  years  to  find  an  alternative  to 
the  drafting  of  young  men  to  serve 
in  the  armed  forces. 

President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson 
reported  to  Congress  in  March 
1967  that  “we  cannot  realistically 
expect  to  meet  our  present 
commitments  or  our  future 
requirements  with  a military  force 
relying  exclusively  on  volunteers.” 

FACED  DRAFT 

Johnson  spoke  of  surveys  which 
he  said  disclosed  that  two  out  of 
every  five  enlistees  in  the  years 
before  the  Vietnam  buildup  were 
motivated  to  sign  up  because  they 
faced  the  threat  of  the  draft. 

He  referred  here  to  a special 
nationwide  survey  by  the  Census 
Bureau  which  questioned  veterans 
and  nonveterans  between  the  ages 
of  16  and  34  living  in  35,000 
households  in  an  effort  to  guage 
their  attitudes  on  military  service. 

That  1966  survey  also  led 
defense  experts  to  a finding  that 
improving  fringe  benefits  such  as 
leave,  retirement  and  medical 
coverage  “would  have  limited 
effect  as  an  enlistment 
inducement.” 

Johnson  said  “we  know  that 
vulnerability  to  the  draft  is  a strong 
motivating  factor  in  the  decision  of 
many  young  men  to  enlist.”

While  they  will  be  paying  more 
next  year  in  tuition  and  fees,  BYU 
students  can  find  consolation  in 
the  fact  that  the  increase  in 
registration  costs  will  be  $10  less 
next  year  than  the  rise  in  tuition 
and  fees  for  the  last  four  years. 

And  since  tuition  and  fees  will 
total  $240  in  the  fall  ($375  for 
nonmembers),  the  six  per  cent 
increase  over  this  semester’s  $225 
(including  the  $ 1 0 laboratory  fee) 
is  equal  to  the  price  rises  quoted  by 
an  Orem  real  estate  company  as  the 
average  increment  for  construction 
costs  this  year.

The  proposal  was  first  approved 
by  the  Year  Round  Scheduling 
Committee,  then  by  the  Dean’s 
Council,  and  finally  by  President 
Wilkinson,”  the  student  executive 
said. 

“The  support  of  Student 
Activities  Adviser  Lyle  Curtis, 
Dean  of  Students  J.  Elliot 
Cameron,  Vice  President  of 
Academics  Robert  Thomas,  and 
Assistant  Vice  President  of 
Academics  Robert  Smith  has  been 
instrumental  in  obtaining  the 
change,”  he  went  on. 

“I  personally  felt  the  change  was 
imperative,”  Richards  concluded. 
“Students  need  an  opportunity  to 
return  to  their  homes  and  seek 
employment  at  times  competitive 
with  other  students.  This  was  our 
goal  in  seeking  this  change.”

Vice 
President  Lewis  said  there  is  no 
automatic  increase  “structured” 
into  faculty  salaries  for  length  of 
service  at  BYU.  Salaries  are  based 
on  such  factors  as  competency, 
position,  and  the  immutable  law  of 
supply  and  demand,  according  to 
him.

In  comparison  to  other  private 
institutions  in  the  United  States, 
BYU  students  really  have  little 
ground  on  which  to  complain 
about  tuition  and  fees. 

Tuition  and  fees  at  Denver 
University,  the  next  largest  private 
school  in  the  area,  in  1967  totaled 
$750  per  semester,  according  to 
the  1967  Life  Insurance  Agency 
Management  Association’s 
brochure.  This  compared  with  the 
Y’s  $200  a semester  ($325  for 
nonmenbers). 

The  Y is  the  largest  private 
university  in  America.  Its  nearest 
competitor,  Boston  University, 
had  a 1967  tuition  cost  of  $775  per 
semester. 

BYU  students  who  may  be 
tempted  to  complain  about  their 
share  of  tuition  costs  would  do  well 
to  remember  that  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
pays  70  per  cent  of  the  costs  at 
BYU,  Vice  President  Lewis 
emphasized. 


Four  daily  activities  are  open  to 
any  and  aU  clubs,  classes  and 
organizations  during  Winter 
Carnival  Week.

Dean  Cameron  commented, 
“Permission  is  granted  for  those 
girls  to  wear  slacks  on  those  three 
days  that  will  be  participating  in 
the  tubing  slide  program.  It  is 
understood.  . . that  this  in  no  way 
lowers  the  dress  standards  so  far  as 
the  campus  is  concerned  and  that 
those  three  days  are  the  only  days 
during  which  this  authorization  is 
in  effect.” 
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“Office  Memo  number  53  . . . finally  I’ve  reached  the  half  way  point  for  today.”

Few  students  are  aware  of  what  it  Is  like  to  direct 
the  affairs  of  this  university.  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  makes  it  look  routine  in  his  ability  to  be 
where  he  is  needed  at  the  right  time. 

Last  week,  during  one  typical  24-hour  period,  the

Diver  Sets  Records

As  victory  over  the  University  of 
Utah  engulfed  the  spirit  of  the 
basketball  world  of  BYU,  the 
jubilance  of  the  occasion 
overshadowed  another  Cougar 
victory  being  carved  next  door  in 
the  pools.  Idaho  State,  Weber 
State,  and  New  Mexico  State  lay  as 
plights  of  a powerful  swimming 
and  diving  team. 

Leading  this  latter  group  of 
gallant,  but  relatively  unsung 
athletes  was  John  Wolfgramm, 
diver  and  UNIVERSE  Athlete  of 
the  Week. 

Friday  night  John  competed 
against  Paul  Mundorff  of  the 
University  of  New  Mexico  who 
placed  second  in  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  last  year.  Not 
only  did  John  win  the  meet  over 
heralded  competition,  but  he  set 
two  new  BYU  team  records,  one 
for  the  high  board  and  one  for  the 
low. 

The  following  day  in 
competition  against  the  three  other 
schools  John  was  even  more 
impressive.  In  a brilliant  display  of 
diving  prowess,  John  broke  his  own 
records  set  the  night  before, 
scoring  335  points  on  the  high 
board  and  303  points  on  the  low 
board. 

The  only  other  person  to  ever 
score  higher  than  this  in  WAC 
competition  was  Keith  Russell  of 
Arizona  State  who  tallied  315 
points  on  the  low  board  last  year. 
Russell  went  on  to  compete  for  the 
United  States  Olympic  team. 

The  two  meets  this  past 
week-end  have  been,  according  to 
John,  the  best  of  his  career,  but  this 
is  by  no  means  the  climax.  There  is 
one  more  contest  with  Utah  this 
season  and  then  the  conference 
championship  at  Colorado  State  in 
March. 

If  dedication,  determination, 
and  desire  mean  anything,  John 


will  bring  back  a trophy  from 
Colorado.  The  odds  are  in  his 
favor— he  hasn’t  been  beaten  yet 
this  year. 

As  a freshman  John  didn’t 
compete.  He  worked  on  his  diving 
all  year  long,  including  summer. 
This  year  the  soft-spoken 
sophomore  from  Salt  Lake  City 
was  ready. 

To  get  ready  wasn’t  easy.  It  takes 
a lot  of  hard  work  to  set  records 
and  John  works  hard.  He  is  in  the 
pool  at  6 a.m.  every  morning.  When 
asked  why  he  starts  so  early  John 
replied,  “I  have  to.  I have  a 7 
o’clock  lab.”  After  a day  of  classes 
he  is  back  at  work  at  3 every 
afternoon.

games.  It  was  Howard  who  hit  1 5 
of  1 7 free  throws  against  Utah  that 
turned  the  tide  in  last  Saturday’s 
close  encounter  with  the  Redskins. 

It  was  a good  thing  Howard  was 
hitting,  because  the  Cougars  didn’t 
get  much  scoring  from  the  other 
guard  position.  Senior  Lynn
